Lying on its face, the muscles of the 
body were drawn in such a manner as 
to indicate death from convulsions 
Nearby was his hat, his bundle and the 
ashes of a camp fire In one hand was 
grasped a tin cup It is supposed while 
camping in the open the man started 
for some water when fatally seized 
Mr Brents had the remains buried on 
an adjacent hill 


Until the night of Dec 26th, the de- 


ceased worked with the Van Noss sec- 
tion gang of the Oklahoma Central. 
That night sometime he left the house 
unceremoniously, and was not seen 
alive again 
It is thought probably the 


man died that night.
